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Report from the 
Round Room 2007

“| pel year we begin our Round Room Report with a heartfelt thank 
you to all of you who helped our community in 2007 on a volunteer 
basis -- whether it was through the life saving efforts of Sutton Volunteer 
Fire Department and Rescue Squad; through the expertise of our town 
boards, committees and elected officials or through citizen participation 
at the local government level. We would also like to commend our staff 
for their dedication to duty, ability to work as a team and commitment to 
municipal excellence. 


Each year our Round Room Report recog- 
nizes one of our citizens for their noteworthy 
contributions to the Town. This year we have 
selected longtime resident George G. Wells, I. 
Since George’s heritage in Sutton dates all the 
way back to 1771, we felt it was appropriate 
to have local author and historian, Jack Noon 
assist us with our salute to Mr. Wells. Jack was 
pleased to comply and provided the following 
biographical sketch: 


George Wells has always had a deep love for 
Sutton and especially for the village of South 
Sutton. His roots in town go all the way 
back to great-great grandfather Joseph Wells 


Passe, 


(1771-1843) who lived in Palmertown and married Mary Palmer, a daughter of 
James Palmer, who fought at Bunker Hill. He was named for his grandfather 
George Gale Wells, who moved from Palmertown to South Sutton early in 
the 1880s and opened the general store that today is the Old Store Museum. 
His parents were Harrington and Myrtle Wells. 


George was born on November 21, 1921, and grew up in South Sutton, where 
he attended the one room schoolhouse and had the honor of having his name 
on the village general store’s sign. George worked in his parents’ store both 
when it was still being run in the Old Store Museum and after it moved into 
today’s post office building in 1931. He served four years in the Navy during 
World War II. 


In 1946 he married Martha Schwab, and in 1950 they moved into their house 
on Dodge Hill Road, a section of the 240-year-old Province Road. They had 
two children: Jody (George G. Wells, II) and Sally Wells Claroni. For a 
while George and Martha ran the general store, but eventually sold the busi- 
ness. George then worked for the Wheeling Pittsburg Steel Corporation for 
25 years. 


George served on the school board and was its chairman in 1954, when the 
Sutton Central School was completed and opened. He was a trustee of the 
Mt. Kearsarge Indian Museum and was on the New London Hospital Board 
for more than 30 years. He has also been a longtime director and committee 
chairman for the Sutton Historical Society as well as a dedicated member of 
the Sutton Conservation Commission. His recent donation of easements on 
family land in South Sutton will preserve important parts of the Lane River 
watershed for future generations to enjoy. 


HIGHLIGHTS OF 2007 


A major focus of the Board in 2007 was the completion of a highway facility 
study. As many of you are aware the Town established a capital reserve in 1996 for 
improvements to our present highway facility. A 1998 highway feasibility study 
revealed that it would not be economically feasible to utilize the existing facility 
for anything but office space, storage and light equipment bays. In addition, the 
current site was not suitable for expansion for multiple reasons including wetlands 
and an encumbering utility right-of-way. The current facility does not meet code 
for ventilation, wiring, lunch area, and shower area. . . The existing facility is too 
small — in the winter one dump truck and the one-ton truck with plow and wings 
and the loader fill the space. Trucks have to be readied for a storm outside or rotated 
inside one at a time. The overhead doors are too narrow for plow trucks to enter. 
The facility is wet due to drainage issues so that the crew is often doing repairs in 
standing water. There is insufficient storage for materials and equipment inside and 
out. The office area and lunch area are too small and extend into the maintenance/ 
storage area. There is no catch system for an equipment wash area which is required 


afore 


because of oil. The sand shed is too small and in poor condition. 


This Board approached the problem by visiting a number of highway facilities in 
order to identify what would fit the Town’s current needs now and a half-century 
“down the road” as well as to be suitable for expansion if the need arose. We found 
the ideal facility located in the Town of Sunapee. We selected a centrally-located, 
town-owned site that was suitable for the facility. The entrance to be located 
directly across from the Solid Waste Facility. In accordance with Article 14 of 
the 2007 Warrant, we contracted with the construction firm of Trumbull Nelson 
and with Nobis Engineering to perform pre-construction services and engineering 
studies. After many meetings, we agreed upon a 78’ X 150’ wood frame building 
with steel frame over the door openings. The proposed structure is designed with 
a combination wood/steel truss system. The proposed facility will meet current 
code, is properly ventilated and large enough to house our equipment. If approved, 
the facility will have a service area, equipment wash area, office space, lunch area 
and equipment wash bay with a catch system for environmental purposes. Plans 
also include a 60’ X 90’ pre-engineered barrel-vault arch style sand shed. The site 
has been engineered with a view towards future expansion. 


The cost of the proposed facility will be $2,100,000 which includes site 
preparation and two buildings. This Board has agreed to propose the Highway 
Facility on the 2008 warrant using the capital reserve established in 1996 to 
offset some of this cost and to finance the rest through a fifteen or twenty- 
year bond issue. 


With the engineering support of Hoyle Tanner & Associates and construc- 
tion services of Hansen Construction, the Main Street/Chalk Pond Bridge 
was completed this year. Construction on the bridge commenced in April 
and was completed in October, 2007. Construction was delayed a bit due to 
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unforeseen circumstances (ledge). We were grateful that Hoyle Tanner was 
able to quickly engineer design modifications which were approved by the 
State of New Hampshire. Despite the delays, the project was completed two 
months ahead of the contracted schedule and $20,000 under budget. We extend 
a special thanks to all of you for your patience during this project. 


Volume II of the History of Sutton was published this year and work on Volume 
II was well underway. Author Jack Noon has provided us with an update on 
the progress of the Town History which follows this Report. 


The Solid Waste Facility implemented plastics recycling this year. Local 
resident Kim Roy met with this Board to recommend plastics recycling as 
well as other programs that help reduce our waste stream. We thank Kim for 
coming forward with her good ideas. Walt Simonds, Solid Waste Supervisor, 
reports that the program has been well received and that the Town recycled 3 
¥2 tons of plastic in 2007. The facility also installed new cement pads under 
the cardboard and aluminum can dumpsters. 


Police Chief Patrick Tighe retired this year after serving this community for 
over fourteen years. Sutton Police Sergeant John Sims was promoted to the 
rank of Chief and Officer Jon Korbet was promoted to the rank of Sergeant. 
Valerie Peters was hired to fill the officer vacancy left by Sergeant Korbet, 
and we welcomed Jennifer Rowe to the position of Administrative Assistant. 
Despite the many personnel changes within the Department the transition 
was smooth due to the wealth of experience that Chief Sims brings to his 
Department. 


Once again, the Highway Department was faced with severe weather condi- 


tions. In 2007, it was rain and snow! Road Agent, Paul Parker and his crew 
repaired the roads and kept them safe throughout the year for the traveling

public. The Town received $161,287 dollars in 2007 for federal (FEMA) and 
state storm disaster relief. The proceeds will be used to offset the unanticipated 
expenses incurred due to the storm. 


The heavy precipitation that we have been experiencing these past two years 
have ‘precipitated’ another area of concentration for this Board that of public 
safety. In this year’s Town Report, you will find an emergency help survey. 
This voluntary confidential survey will be used by Fire, Police and Rescue to 
help identify those individuals who have special needs that may need to be 
taken into consideration during an emergency event. If you or one of your 
loved ones has special needs and would like emergency services to be aware 
of them, please take the time to fill out this form, and return it to the select- 
men’s office. 


Volunteers from fire, rescue, planning, conservation, building, and histori- 
cal representatives as well as staff members from police, highway and the 
selectmen’s office worked with the Central New Hampshire Planning Com- 
mission to develop a hazard mitigation plan which will be used in the event 
of a federal emergency and is mandatory for the Town to continue to receive 
funding from FEMA. In addition, volunteers from the fire department and 
staff from the selectmen’s office worked with the state to develop digitized 
9-1-1 maps. The maps will be used by emergency personnel. In our growing 
community, it is important (and the law) that your 9-1-1 address be posted in 
3” or 4” high reflective lettering at the roadside entrance to your home and 
on your main structure. If you do not know your 9-1-1 street address, please 
contact the Selectmen’s Office. We expect the mapping to be completed in 
2008 and as an added bonus to this project we believe it will facilitate mail 
and package delivery within our community. Finally, this Board participated 
in pandemic planning in partnership with Sullivan County. We were relieved 
that the bird flu ‘flew’ by in 2007 but are equally glad to have a plan in place 
should a pandemic event occur. 


The Sutton Volunteer Fire Department responded to 120 emergency calls 
in 2007. Sutton Rescue made a total of 176 patient contacts this year. The 
predominant area for response was along Interstate 89. Sutton Fire and Res- 
cue embody professionalism and volunteerism at its very best. We are both 
proud and grateful for the level of service provided by these two outstanding 
organizations 


The Planning Board was busy this year approving three major subdivisions, 
four minor subdivisions, five non-binding consultation hearings, a site plan 
review for a wireless facility, three lot line adjustments, and two voluntary 
mergers. The Planning Board continued their work updating the Town’s 
Subdivision and Site Plan Review Regulations, completed a build-out analy- 
sis and a road classification system. The Zoning Board conducted ten public 
hearings this year.

The Conservation Commission finalized an easement involving three contigu- 
ous lots owned by George Wells. In addition, two town-owned properties were 
further protected with conservation easement deeds under the oversight of 
Ausbon Sargent Land Preservation Trust. The Commission also began negotia- 
tions to purchase a 76-acre lot owned by Peter Crowell on Eaton Grange Road. 
The property will be the first sizeable protected parcel in South Sutton. 


Buzz Call, Building Inspector, reported that there were forty-five building 
permits issued in 2007 with thirteen applications for new homes. These low 
numbers seem to reflect an end to Sutton’s ten-year growth spurt. 


We started this report by saying thank you, and we close it by being thankful. 
We are proud of our accomplishments this year and appreciate the opportunity 
to serve this special community that boasts a population of 1,786 wonderful 
people (all of them above average) and abounding rural beauty and wildlife. 
Take a cue from our owl friend and remember to look about you, relax and 
enjoy — Sutton!

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The Town History 


he History of Sutton (Volume II) was published in April as a book of 

314 pages and was reprinted in October. It joins Perrystown (Vol- 
ume I, in its fourth printing) in the ongoing effort to update Augusta 
Worthen’s 1890 History of Sutton. 


Volume III is currently underway. It begins with a lengthy chapter on 
“Sutton’s Seven Villages” and ends with an annals chapter, listing year- 
by-year what has happened in Sutton since 1890. Topics covered in the 
book will include schools, libraries, police department, fire department, 
general stores, military, summer camps, social organizations, recreation 
and entertainment, cemeteries and churches, and a miscellaneous chap- 
ter on a variety of subjects. Two-thirds of the chapters for Volume III 
have been completed as rough drafts that total about 300 pages. Most 
of these drafts have been revised many times into nearly final form. 


A great deal of work still lies ahead. When I set aside other book writ- 
ing projects in December 2002 and began research for Perrystown, I had 
no idea how complicated and demanding the town history would be. 
For most of the topics covered I’ve had to compile research notebooks 
or hanging files before I could begin writing. Hunting up the records 
in the town vault, among the Harvey papers at Muster Field Farm, at 
the State Library, at the New Hampshire Historical Society, at State Ar- 
chives, and on microfilm at the Warner library has required many trips 
and countless days. Contradictions among different research sources 
have added a great deal of additional research and rewriting. 


With continued financial support from the town, from sales of the first 
two volumes, and from the fund raising efforts of the Sutton Historical 
Society, Volume III will eventually be a book. Be patient. No one wants 
the project finished more than I do.

Article 1: To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


Article 2: Are you in favor of the adoption of an amendment to the Town zoning 
ordinance as proposed by the Planning Board as follows: to amend the floodplain 
ordinance as necessary to comply with requirements of the National Flood Insurance 
Program. UNANIMOUS PLANNING BOARD APPROVAL 


Article 3: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$2,100,000 (gross budget) for the construction of a new Highway Facility and Sand Shed 
and to authorize the issuance of not more than $1,806,000 of bonds or notes in 
accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (RSA 33) and to authorize 
the Selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes to determine the rate of interest 
thereon; furthermore, to authorize the withdrawal of $294,000 from the Highway Facility 
Capital Reserve Fund established in 1998 for this purpose.

Article 8: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 


$9,000 for the replacement and installation of a computer network server and peripheral 
equipment and further to authorize the withdrawal of $91.00 from the Computer Upgrade

Capital Reserve Fund established in 2000 for that purpose. The balance of $8,909 is to 
be raised from general taxation. 


Article 9: To see if the town will vote to discontinue the Computer Capital 
Reserve Fund established in 2000. Said funds, with accumulated interest to the date of 
withdrawal are to be transferred to the General Fund. 


Article 10: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$7,500 for the purpose of structural repairs to the Pillsbury Memorial Hall to include 
replacing degraded mortar and slate roofing as necessary. 


Article 11: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$3800 for the purpose of purchasing wild fire equipment such as Nomex pants, shirts, 
hard hats, chain saw and protective equipment and to authorize the withdrawal of $1.900 
from the Forest Fire Equipment Fund established in 1980 for that purpose. The balance 
of $1,900 is to be raised from general taxation. Further, to authorize the Selectmen to 
apply for, accept and expend grants or other funds that are available for that purpose. 


Article #12: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$90,000 for design and bid phase engineering for the replacement of the Morse Loop 
Bridge 170/024 and to authorize the withdrawal of $18,000 from the Town Bridge 
Capital Reserve Fund established in 1959 for that purpose. The balance of $72,000 is to 
come from the State Municipal Managed Bridge Aid Program. Further, to authorize the 
Selectmen to apply for, accept and expend grants or other funds that are available for that 
purpose. This is a non-lapsing appropriation per RSA 32:7, VI, and shall not lapse until 
the project is complete or December 31, 2012, whichever is sooner. RECOMMENDED 
BY THE SELECTMEN AND THE BUDGET COMMITTEE. 


Article 13: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$20,000 to upgrade fire safety equipment for the Sutton Volunteer Fire Department. 


Article 14: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $4,200 for the 
purpose of compiling and publishing the next volume of the Town History and to 
authorize the withdrawal of $4,150 from the Town History Capital Reserve Fund 
established in 2001 for that purpose. The balance of $50 is to be raised from general 
taxation . 


Article 15: To see if the town will vote to discontinue the Town History Capital 
Reserve Fund established in 2000. Said funds, with accumulated interest to the date of 
withdrawal are to be transferred to the General Fund. 


Article 16: To see if the town will vote to modify the elderly exemptions from 
property tax, based on assessed value, for qualified taxpayers, to be as follows: 

For a person 65 years of age up to 75 years, $20,000 

For a person 75 years of age up to 80 years, $30,000 

For a person 80 years of age or older, $100,000.

To qualify, the person must have been a New Hampshire resident for at least 3 
consecutive years, own real estate individually or jointly, or if the real estate is owned by 
such person’s spouse, they must have been married for at least 5 (five) years. In addition, 
the taxpayer must have a net income of not more than $38,000 or, if married, a combined 
net income of not more than $48,000; and own net assets not in excess of $80,000. 


Article 17: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$50,000 to be added to Highway Facility Capital Reserve Fund established in 1998. 
RECOMMENDED BY THE SELECTMEN AND THE BUDGET COMMITTEE. 
This article will not be necessary if Article 3 passes. 


Article 18: To transact any other business that may legally come before the 
meeting.

Financial Highlights

¢ Operating revenue for the year 2007 was $2,711,963 an increase from 
2006 of $622,428 

¢ Total expenditures for the year 2007 were $2,359,975 an increase 
from 2006 of $383,775. 

e The General Fund (operating fund) reflected on a modified accrual 
basis of accounting, reports $638,277.79 in fund balance (surplus) 


Overview of Government-wide and Fund Financial Statements 


The Statement of Net Assets and Statement of Activities report infor- 
mation about the Town as a whole and about its functions. These 
statements include all assets and liabilities of the Town using the ac- 
crual basis of accounting, which is similar to the accounting used by 
most private-sector companies. All of the current year’s revenues and 
expenses are taken into account regardless of when cash is received 
or paid. 


These two statements report the Town’s net assets and changes in 
them. Net Assets are the difference between assets and liabilities, 
which is one way to measure the Town’s financial health or position. 
Over time, increases or decreases in the Town’s net assets are one in- 
dicator of whether its financial health is improving or deteriorating. 
Other factors to consider are changes in the Town’s property tax base 
and the condition of the Town’s buildings, roads and equipment. 


Governmental activities report all of the Town’s basic service activi- 


ties that include general government services, law enforcement, pub- 
lic works, recreation and community development services. Property 
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taxes, franchise fees, user fees and licenses, state and federal grants, 
and interest income finance these activities. 


Fund Financial Statements 


The Fund financial statements provide detailed information about 
the major components — not the Town as a whole. Some funds are 
required to be established by State law and by bond covenants. How- 
ever, management establishes other funds to help it control and man- 
age money for particular purposes or to show that it is meeting legal 
responsibilities for using certain taxes, grants and other money. 


Governmental Funds consist of the Towns basic services, which focus- 
es on how money flows into and out of those funds and the balances 
left at year-end that are available for spending. These funds are re- 
ported using modified accrual accounting, which measures cash and 
all other financial assets that can be readily converted to cash. The 
governmental fund statements provide a detailed short-term view of 
the Town’s government operations and the basic services it provides. 


Fiduciary Funds involves the Town’s role as a trustee or fiduciary for 
certain funds held on behalf of a specific purpose. These funds are 
used to account for assets held by the Town and are purely custodial 
in nature, where assets equal liabilities; therefore, related results of 
operations are not measured or reported. These are excluded from the 
Town’s other financial statements because the Town cannot use these 
assets to finance its own operations. In addition, the Town is respon- 
sible for ensuring that the assets reported in these funds are used for 
their intended purpose. 


Additional information that is essential to a full understanding of the 
data provided in the government-wide and fund financial statements 
can be found in the Town Report. 


GOVERNMENT-WIDE FINANCIAL ANALYSIS 


As mentioned earlier, the Town of Sutton has prepared this report for 
the calendar year ending December 31, 2007 financials in a format pre- 
scribed by the provisions of GASB 34. Therefore, for this financial 
analysis and for comparative purposes, the Town is presenting the 
fiscal year 2006 data in a similar format.

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Discussion of Business-type Activities 


The government-wide financial statements of the Town of Sutton in- 
clude governmental activities. Most of the Town’s basic services are 
included here, such as general government, public safety, highways 
and streets, sanitation, economic development, culture and recreation 
and interest on long-term debt. Property taxes, municipal services 


and grants finance most of these activities. 


Chart #1, below, graphically represents the operating revenue received 
by the Town of Sutton from these five sources and also from miscel-

The cost of all governmental activities this year was $2,359,975.53. 
However the amount that our taxpayers paid for these activities 
through property taxes was only $1,443,952. Some of the costs 
were paid by those who directly benefited from the programs in the 
amount of $434,184 other sources were from grants and state and 


federal support.

Revenues of Sutton’s business type activities increased by $56,116. 
This increase is less than that experienced in 2006 likely reflecting a 
leveling of motor vehicle registrations for new automobiles. In ad- 
dition, lower revenues in Sutton’s business type activities are likely 
because of a declining economy. 


General Fund Budgetary Highlights 

The Town’s actual operating budget expenditures were $156,449 un- 
der budget. However, $94,728.31 was reserved to complete projects in 
2008. These projects include gravel and blacktop upgrade, final engi- 
neering fees for the Chalk Pond Main Street Bridge, acquisition of fire 
safety equipment, as well as FEMA Funding to offset unanticipated 
expenses incurred by the Highway Department due to storm-related 
damage and repairs. Positive variances were the norm throughout all 
the departments comprising the operating budget; most significantly 
in planning and zoning and the sanitation department. Positive vari- 
ances in planning and zoning resulted largely from staffing changes. 
Staffing is budgeted for full employment throughout the year. Staff- 
ing and entitlements often vary throughout the year. For the Solid 
Waste Facility, this positive variance may have been the result of the 
introduction of plastic and clothing recycling resulting in a substantial 
reduction in the waste stream. 


Capital Assets and Debt Administration 


Capital Assets 

The Town has adjusted its accounting policy to capitalize only assets 
that have a per unit cost of $5,000 or greater. The 2007 reported assets 
for all funds were $63,802,700. Capital assets used in governmental 
activities that are not financial resources consist of:

Economic Outlook and Major Initiatives 

The Town’s total valuation increased in 2007 by $5,843,296. This was 
largely due to new construction as well as updates of assessment 
records for ongoing project. Sutton continues to be a desirable area 
for residential use in 2007. New construction is substantially lower 
than it has been in previous years an indicator of economic trends be- 
ing experienced country-wide. The Town will use revenues to finance 
programs we currently offer. Expenditures are anticipated to increase 
due to pressing infrastructure needs. The Town has been actively ex- 
ploring the construction of a new highway facility and hopes voters 
will support the implementation of the project in 2008. Future plans 
for an addition to the existing fire department are currently being ex- 
plored. Implementing cost conscious measures continues to be a pri- 
ority in the years to come including close monitoring and analysis of 
energy costs and energy use. The Town of Sutton will do its utmost 
to maintain the favorable tax rate (the total (combined) tax rate was 
$17.43 per thousand in 2007). During both 2007 and 2006, the Town 
portion of the tax rate was $4.99 per thousand dollars in valuation. In 
2007, the Town used $211,000 from the general fund balance in order 
to stabilize the tax rate.

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Report of the Budget Committee 


fl Be Budget Committee began its 2008 deliberative process in November 
2007 with few changes from the previous year. Jack Paige stepped down 
after many years of valuable service and the remaining committee members 
continued in their roles from the previous year. Members included Mark Loehr, 
Lynn King, John Silverberg, Jody Wells and Richard DeFelice. We are hopeful 
to add one voted member to the Committee after the next election cycle. We 
were joined in our informational sessions by the selectmen, with Philip Buteau 
serving as our ex-officio member. 


The Committee met with the Department Heads at meetings held November 
26th, December 10th 2007 and January 7th 2008. On January 21st, 2008 the 
Budget Committee prepared their preliminary budget recommendations for the 
public hearing that was conducted on February 7th, 2008. At that time, depart- 
ment requests, the Selectmen’s recommendations and the Budget Committee’s 
recommendations were presented and discussed. 


The 2008 budget year recommendations reflected two specific themes. The first 
was that after two consecutive years of achieving a flat budget for the Town 
portion of the tax bill, that moderated increases in costs throughout the budget 
would necessitate a modest increase in the 2008 recommendations. The second 
theme related to the proposal for a new highway maintenance facility. The sig- 
nificant potential cost of this facility created a shadow effect on other potential 
needs such as the enlargement of the fire department building. 


A theme that was continued from the previous year was that of benchmarking 
employee compensation to other towns of a similar size or geographic location. 
We also discussed again the concept of contingency plans within departments 
for intra year situations but recognized that the New Hampshire budget process 
prevented the possibility of a distinct contingency allocation. 


We once again were most appreciative of almost all of the department manag- 
ers for their careful use of resident’s tax proceeds. Once again, almost every 
department under spent their budget for the 2007 year. In particular, the new 
Chief of Police, John Sims, did an outstanding job in his first year at preparing 
the budget for the Police Department. 


To make this process work requires thoughtful public input. The purpose of 
the public hearing process is to provide a forum for Sutton taxpayers to receive 
information and furnish input, which the committee takes into consideration 
during its deliberations. These public meetings help shape the town budget and 
the future direction for the Town of Sutton. Your participation is appreciated.

he Highway Department started the 2007 year the same as most 

winters — plowing snow, sanding roads and thawing culverts. As 
the year progressed, we got into a real mud season.

With this, we had 42 roads with washout dam- 
age. With the help of local contractors and the Highway Department, 
we got through this.

Regional Planning Commission (CNHRPC) is a voluntary associa- 
tion of 20 communities in Merrimack and Hillsborough Counties. The 
Town of Sutton is a member in good standing of the Commission. 


The Commission’s mission is to improve, through education, train- 
ing, and planning assistance, the ability of the municipalities of the 
region to prepare and implement municipal plans; to prepare a plan 
for effective and appropriate development and utilization of the re- 
sources of the region; and to assist municipalities in carrying out the 
regional plan. 


The Commission also provides a variety of planning services, in- 
cluding consultations on planning issues; planning research; sample 
ordinances, regulations, and planning documents; access to Census 
information and other data sources; grant information; review and 
comment on planning documents; development review; and educa- 
tional programs. Membership also entitles a community to affordable 
master planning assistance, geographic information systems (GIS) 
mapping, build-out analysis preparation, and other land use and 
transportation planning-related assistance. 


On behalf of the Town of Sutton in 2007, CNHRPC staff: 


e Provided technical assistance to local officials and citizens, as issues 
related to land use, transportation, environmental, economic, and 
general planning. 


e Assisted Planning Board by providing clerical assistance before the 
new clerk was retained. 


e Began development of the Sutton Hazard Mitigation Plan in late 
summer 2007 which was well underway as of the end of the year. 
CNHRPC staff facilitated the meetings, performed historical 
research, performed floodplain research, drafted the document, 
developed a comprehensive set of maps based upon Committee 
input, and developed draft documents for Committee review. The 
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final steps are to make revisions based upon Committee input, co- 
ordinate public information meetings for Committee presentation, 
provide final documents to FEMA for review, coordinate public 
hearings for Committee presentation, and provide final copies and 
CDs of digital data of the Hazard Mitigation Plan to the Towns and 
FEMA. 


Created a Local Road Classification system for the town. Working 
with the Planning Board and other town officials, CNHRPC staff 
gathered data on existing roads, created maps, worked with the 
planning board to discuss the purpose and potential use for a Local 
Road Classification, and began the process of classifying each local 
road. After designating a local classification for each road, a map 
and complete list of local roads was produced. Upon submission, 
a short write-up explaining the potential uses of the Local Road 
Classification will be included.

In addition to the local services described above, in 2007 the Central

Annual Report 2007 


INA of the Sutton Fire Department found 2007 to be another 
busy year, being called to 120 emergency situations. Motor vehicle 
accidents on Interstate 89 continue to be our largest call volume. 


The Kearsarge School District’s new middle school has also kept de- 
partment members active with many building tours and inspections. 
In September Sutton Fire hosted a large mutual aid drill at the middle 
school. All seven-district towns and a few departments from outside 
of the district attended. The drill was a huge success. We tested the 
fire hydrants’ capabilities and were able to replenish the fire hydrants 
water system with a sufficient flow of tankers. 


In 2007 we ended an era. We stopped using the “Red Phone” network 
to report emergencies (12 phones located in our own homes would ring 
continuously until the call was answered). Sutton Fire is now toned to 
emergencies through New London Dispatch. This switch was much 
needed due to changing times and our call volume. 


Representatives from the state’s 911 center came and mapped the town 
this summer. Volunteers from the fire department spent many hours 
collecting, reviewing, and updating town 911 data for the state. These 
updated maps and house numbers will help emergency personnel find 
the location of emergencies more efficiently. While the 911 mapping 
has been completed, many homeowners still have not posted their 
house numbers. The 911 house numbering system is an integral part 
of emergency personnel finding your home. Please post your house 
number so it is visible from the roadway. These numbers should be a 
contrasting color to your home and be at least 4 inches tall. We ask that 
‘these numbers be posted for your own safety. 


An addition to the firehouse continues to be a goal. The building com- 
mittee is reviewing plans for an addition, making sure the new space 
will meet the department’s future needs. At this point we feel it is 
necessary to increase the capital reserve for the addition. We are also 
looking into grants that might be available to the department in an 
effort to decrease the need for increased taxation. 


The Fire Department’s Cadet program continues to be successful; there 
are currently 11 cadets. These cadets respond to emergencies, train, 
help clean and maintain equipment, and attend regular fire department 
meetings. They are immeasurable with their help to the department, 
while they gain real life experience giving them a great start to serving 
the town in the future. 
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Mutual aid continues to be a necessary resource to all area towns. Sutton 
Fire Department members look forward to trainings that are organized 
throughout the year, whether Sutton is hosting a drill, or we are going 
to another town’s drill. This experience working together is important, 
as many calls require assistance from our neighboring towns. 


Our sincere appreciation is extended to members of the Ladies Auxil- 
lary, Police Department, Highway Department, Sutton Rescue, Office 
of the Selectmen, and our mutual aid towns. Sutton is very fortunate 
to still have a true volunteer department. We have figured an estimate 
of what it would cost the town with a volunteer call payment for the 
year. Based on the 120 calls. An average of 10 fire fighters per call, a 
very low estimate of a one hour per call at $10 per hour, this would 
cost the town $12,000 a year. This is a low estimate not including some 
very long hours at other incidents, training, inspections and meetings. 
We also extend our thanks to the residents of Sutton, for your contin- 
ued support. Please remember that this fire department is composed 
strictly of volunteers. Members often leave their jobs at moments notice 
to respond to emergency calls, without any type of compensation and 
often losing paid hours from work.

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Report of the Forest Fire Warden 
and State Forest Ranger 2007 


aa local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State 
of New Hampshire Division of Forests & Lands work collab- 
oratively to reduce the risk and frequency of wildland fires in New 
Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact your local Forest 
Fire Warden or Fire Department to determine if a permit is required 
before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) 
a fire permit is required for all outside burning unless the ground is 
completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire Department of 
Environmental Services also prohibits the open burning of household 
waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire department or 
DES at 1-800-498-6868 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. 
Safe open burning requires diligence and responsibility. Help us to 
protect New Hampshire’s forest resources. For more information 
please contact the Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271-2214, or 
online at www.nhdfLorg. 


Fire activity was very busy during the spring of the 2007, particularly 
late April into early May. As the forests and fields greened up in later 
May the fire danger decreased. However, a very dry late summer 
created very high fire danger again from August into September, with 
fire danger reaching very high on Labor Day weekend. Even with 
the dry conditions, the acreage burned was less than half that of 2006. 
The largest forest fire during the 2007 season burned approximately 
26 acres on the side of Wantastiquet Mountain in Chesterfield during 
the month of May. Our statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers is 
credited with keeping most fires small and saving several structures 
this season due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. 
Many homes in New Hampshire are located in the wildland urban 
interface, which is the area where homes and flammable wildland 
fuels intermix. Several of the fires during the 2007 season threatened 
structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than just 
trees. Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wildland fire 
from spreading to their home. Precautions include keeping your 
roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, and maintaining 
adequate green space around your home free of flammable materi- 
als. Additional information and homeowner recommendations are 
available at www.firewise.org.

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Report of the Sutton Forest 
Fire Warden 2007 


] Dees Forest fire season for 2007 has brought some changes. Carroll 
“Pete” Thompson retired effective January 1, 2007, and I’m sure 
that we all thank him for his 40+ years of service to the Town of Sutton 
as Forest Fire Warden and Deputy Warden. 


As a new process, we have instituted a Fire Permit “Hot Line” at 
927-2727 where people can call to request a fire permit or information 
regarding open burning. We issued 60 fire permits this year and an- 
swered more than 100 calls requesting information. This phone number 
will remain in service year round! More good news is that we had no 
forest fires in the Town of Sutton (we did respond to 1 fire in New 
London). We want to thank all residents for adhering to the State law 
that requires a written fire permit for all open fires when the ground 
is NOT covered with snow. 


We want to remind everyone to please call 927-2727- Year Round- to 
let us know when you are planning to do any outside burning. In the 
winter this allows the Fire Dept. to know when someone is burning 
should people see a fire or smell smoke without the entire depart- 
ment having to respond- we still send someone to check all reported 
smokes /fires. 


We do issue seasonal fire permits for small camp or cooking fires, this 
includes chimneas and the portable fireplaces that are becoming more 
common. By issuing a seasonal permit the landowner does NOT have 
to get a permit each time they want to have a small fire and saves our 
volunteers time and effort. 


Thank you for your anticipated cooperation in 2008 and please make 
sure that your house number is clearly visible.

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Report of the 
Sutton Rescue Squad 2007 


AS Sutton grows and more people travel through our town, Sutton Rescue 
continues to remain busy. A total of 176 patient contacts were made in 
2007. As usual the majority of these patient contacts were for motor vehicle 
crashes on Interstate 89. Thankfully most of the motor vehicle crashes we re- 
spond to result in no transport due to care being refused or no patient found, 
but this still requires a response from us and administrative paperwork. A 
large majority of our calls involve a close working relationship with Sutton 
Fire due to the nature of the call. We are fortunate to have such a strong 
team for all these calls that are happening in our ever-growing town. 


We recently changed our paging system so that Fire and Rescue are 
toned to all calls. As volunteer numbers continue to dwindle it is becom- 
ing more and more apparent that we need to help each other out. 


Our focus for 2008 is to continue monthly trainings as a squad, with the 
fire department, and area agencies so that we can offer you the best of 
care. Sutton Rescue continues to work closely with the Sutton Cadets 
to instill in each member pride in our community, willingness to get 
involved, and training to do it in the safest way possible for these young 
adults. We are very fortunate to have such a great group of teenagers 
willing to give back to the community in which they live. 


We extend our grateful appreciation to members of the Sutton Fire De- 
partment, Ladies Auxiliary, Police Department, Highway Department, 
Office of the Selectmen, mutual aid towns, and last but not least to the 
people of Sutton. We also wish to thank Gail and Carl Olson for their 
years of dedication to the squad. They came to us having worked with 
Bradford Rescue for many years. We appreciated their knowledge and 
expertise from those years with Bradford Ambulance. 


. An on-going goal for 2008 is to continue our outreach efforts to anyone 
interested in working with a great group of people to provide care to 
members of our community and those who travel through it.

hat is a cadet? A cadet is a young male or female aged 14 to 

18, unless still in college, who shows a desire to help their com- 
munity while learning about the fire and rescue service. We have by- 
laws that we must follow and our parents sign these by-laws giving 
their permission for us to participate in all activities that are deemed 
appropriate. These by-laws dictate what we can and can’t do. We are 
not allowed to operate hydraulic equipment, go into burning build- 
ings, ascend ladders over 35 feet or respond to incidents on I-89. We 
are allowed to wear bunker gear, respond to calls as appropriate and 
train with Sutton Fire and Rescue where we learn how to pump water, 
roll hose, what the different equipment on each vehicle is and how to 
be safe. We are all CPR and defib certified. We learn how to operate 
a gurney, assist with patient demographics and what “scene safety” 
means. We are not allowed to respond directly to a scene but instead 
meet at the fire station where one of our advisors takes us to the scene if 
appropriate. If not, there is usually plenty to do back at the station when 
the situation is over. Any student is eligible to be a member of the cadet 
program with parental permission. Sometimes we are patients for drills 
with Sutton Fire and Rescue; sometimes we get to actively participate 
along side the fire and rescue personnel. We have practiced cold water 
rescue, vehicle extrication, and drilled for a multiple boat accident on 
Kezar Lake. We cleaned the bridges at Exit 10 so that students at KRHS 
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were able to paint new murals on the bridges. During fire prevention 
week a few cadets went to the Sutton Elementary school and helped 
demonstrate fire safety to the students with Sutton Fire members. We 
meet the 2nd Tuesday of each month at 6pm at the Sutton Fire Sta- 
tion. If you are interested, please contact a member to find out more.

he Sutton Conservation Commission (SCC) has had a very suc- 
cessful year ensuring the protection of some of Sutton’s special 
places. In last year’s report, we wrote about the conservation ease- 
ment we were working on with the George Wells family, for properties 
located on historic Dodge Hill Road. After nearly two years of work, 
and some unforseen delays, the easement was finalized and signed in 
November by George G. Wells, II and the Town of Sutton. The three 
‘non-contiguous lots are now forever protected from development. They 
will continue to be owned by the Wells family and used as managed 
woodlots. The SCC hopes to introduce some hiking trails onto the 
properties in the near future. We are very grateful to the Wells family 
for this gift to Sutton’s future generations! 


Two Town-owned properties, the Mildred Lefferts Natural Area on 
Keyser Street and the adjacent Enroth Gift property, with access on Rt. 
114, were further protected with the signing of a conservation easement 
deed with the ASLPT, in September. Plans for a trail leading through 
both properties and down to Kezar Lake are in the works. Provisions 
for a small parking area off Rt. 114 are contained in the deed, should 
the SCC wish to create one. Our thanks goes to the Beth McGuinn, 
Land Protection Specialist and the ASLPT for agreeing to oversee these 
properties in perpetuity.

We are very excited about another project involving a parcel of land which 
we will be purchasing outright for the Town and on which we have been 
working for over a year. The 76 acre lot, presently owned by Peter O. 
Crowell, is located on Eaton Grange Road, a class 6 road, and abuts the 
South Sutton meadow / wetland. It is a beautiful piece of land and meets the 
SCC’s criteria for land protection on every point. It is prime wildlife habi- 
tat for many different species. The Lane River runs through the property, 
providing a number of recreational possibilities as well as opportunities 
for protecting this valuable, natural resource. It will be our first sizeable, 
protected parcel in South Sutton and abuts another small piece we already 
own (the Sprout Lot). Lastly, it has an old cellar hole in its northeast corner, 
one of several historic sites in the general area. We will be conducting walks 
next spring/summer to introduce the property to any interested residents. 
We hope abutting land owners will be inspired to consider protection mea- 
sures of their own, thereby increasing the area of undeveloped land in this 
region of Sutton. The lot has been logged in the past, and the SCC hopes 
to continue to utilize portions of the property as a managed wood lot. We 
expect to finalize the purchase by the end of February 2008. 


We again hosted a public education program, this time in September, 
which was very interesting and fairly well attended. It consisted of 
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two parts, with refreshments in between. The first half was a very 
informative talk on the tax benefits of land conservation by Thomas 
Masland, a well-known land conservation attorney from Concord. 
The second half of the evening involved four landowners/presenters, 
three from neighboring towns and one from Sutton, talking about their 
motivations and the processes involved in placing their working farms 
and wood lots under conservation easement. They were a moving and 
inspiring group, and we very much appreciated their participation. 
Representatives from both the Ausbon Sargent Land Preservation Trust 
(ASLPT) and The Society for Protection of NH Forests (SPNHF) were 
present with materials and to help with questions and answers. We 
always welcome your land protection inquires, so please don’t hesitate 
to contact any one of us with questions or concerns. 


As usual, the SCC has been involved with a number of wetland is- 
sues over the past year, both with the State and with the Town. We 
reviewed Intents to Cut Timber for wetland impacts and conducted 
on-site visits for same. We have again assisted private citizens with 
wetland applications and questions, as well as checked out complaints 
and tried to work with property owners toward solutions. 


Several work days were held on the King Hill Reservation trails this 
past spring and summer. Thanks to all the volunteers who participated. 
As part of the 3 year mowing cycle, the long trails on King Hill were 
mowed this fall, with a grant from the Natural Resources Conservation 
Service’s Wildlife Habitat Incentives Program (WHIP), which covered 
75% Of the cost. We appreciate the help from this federal program. 
Thanks again go to Matt Ordway Construction for work and repairs 
done to the Hominy Pot trail. Our own SCC member, Don Davis, created 
an updated, more user friendly trail map of the Reservation which you 
will find at both entrances. He has also been making and erecting some 
beautiful, new trail signs. He is always looking for people interested 

‘in trail maintenance, so please give him a call at 927-4925 if you would 
like to be added to the list of volunteers. 


Several members again attended workshops this year, most of which 
were very informative. The Ausbon Sargent Land Preservation Trust 
(ASLPT) hosted a wonderful “Land Summit” in late October to which the 
Selectboards, Planning and Zoning Board members and Conservation 
Commission members from all the area towns were invited. Held at the 
high school in North Sutton, it was very well attended and offered many 
interesting workshops on a variety of topics. It was also valuable hav- 
ing the opportunity to discuss subjects of interest with folks from other 
towns who are going through the same growing pains as Sutton. 


As I write this report, development has slowed in Sutton, and indeed 
throughout much of the country. This is a perfect opportunity to fine 
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tune a long term, comprehensive conservation plan which identifies 
those areas of Town containing valuable natural resources, areas of sce- 
nic, recreational and/or historic significance and areas with important 
wildlife habitats. This plan will further aid our work in permanently 
protecting more of those places which make Sutton so special. We 
always welcome your thoughts and suggestions.

or over 20 years the Ausbon Sargent Land Preservation Trust 

(ASLPT) has been a leader in the conservation of our natural re- 
sources in the Mt. Kearsarge/Lake Sunapee Region. This non-profit, 
citizen-based group’s mission is to protect the rural landscape of this 
region. 


Operated by a volunteer Board of fourteen Trustees, the ASLPT has 
grown from an all volunteer organization with an initial charter mem- 
bership of 475 into an organization of over 1,100 memberships with a 
full-time executive director, a full-time land protection specialist and 
three part-time office assistants. We are pleased to have 75+ volunteers 
providing year-round support for easement monitoring, committee as- 
signments and clerical work. Since our founding in 1987, the ASLPT 
has completed 92 projects and protected a total of 5,388 acres. All of 
our conservation lands must provide for some public benefit and two 
thirds of our properties offer public access. 


Many of our members are involved in our events, are easement moni- 
tors, volunteer to assist with office work, organize fund raising events 
and serve on various committees. We are especially thankful for their 
support and the countless hours that they give us during the year. Our 
members are the lifeblood of the ASLPT and if you are not already a 
member, I urge you to become one. 


Land conservation is a partnership and often times will involve not 
only the landowner and ASLPT, but other conservation organizations 
and local conservation commissions. It has been two and a half years 
since the ASLPT welcomed Beth McGuinn as our fulltime Land Pro- 
tection Specialist. When we hired Beth, we had a backlog of projects, 
and although more land is now being protected, we continue to have 
a growing backlog. In order to continue our work, we intend to hire a 
second Land Protection Specialist in the spring of 2008. This is a year 
earlier than we had initially planned. Aside from working on conserva- 
tion projects, our new employee will also use approximately % of his/ 
her time overseeing the ASLPT stewardship program. 


As a consequence of our growth, we have found it necessary to relocate 
in order to fulfill the need for larger office space. We are planning to 
move to anew Office rental located at 71 Pleasant Street in the spring of 
this year owned by builder, Gavin Campbell. By moving, we will gain 
at least two additional work stations, larger meeting space and adequate 
storage for our ever increasing files and permanent records. 
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In 2006 we launched the ASLPT Annual Preservation Fund which 
proved to be a huge success. The Fund is intended to build our financial 
resources devoted to land conservation in perpetuity. 


In October our Outreach Committee held its first ever Land Summit that 
was well supported by our area towns and attended by 75 participants. 
The Summit brought officials from our 12-town region together with 
the purpose of affording the opportunity to learn from each other and 
from experts in the fields of land conservation and planning. 


Iam very pleased to announce that the ASLPT is one of 80 land trusts 
selected by the Land Trust Accreditation Commission to apply for 
the 2008 accreditation. We are the only NH land trust applying in the 
inaugural year of accreditation. Our board feels that is important that 
we apply for accreditation because land trusts are increasingly called 
upon to demonstrate their accountability to the public. Accreditation 
will provide the public with the assurance that a land trust displaying 
the accreditation seal meets established standards for organizational 
quality and permanent land conservation.

e 9.71 acres owned by the Town of Sutton (formerly the Enroth/Lef- 
ferts properties) located adjacent to Kezar Lake, Kezer St. and Route 
114

BUT as the winter rolled around, help was given to clients who applied 
for and received fuel assistance. Fuel assistance wasn’t enough. 


This year a tremendous amount of food was collected by individuals 
and delivered at Thanksgiving and Christmas. The Gift Certificates, so 
generously offered, will be passed out throughout the coming year until 
they are gone. This extends the holiday season and avoids overload for 
those clients who do not have sufficient storage for extra food. 


When fundraising dinners are held, the North Sutton Baptist Church 
donated 10 meals each time to be delivered to residents. The food is 
delicious, and it gives me a chance to indicate who gave the food to 
the clients and the focus of the fundraiser. The clients are able to lend 
their support by prayers of thanksgiving. 


Every year a resident in Town donates a sum of money to be redistrib- 
uted to help aneedy family. This year we turned the donation into two 
gas cards and gave them to two needy families. 


Beyond our Borders: 


There are a few items of interest on which you may want to reflect. Many 
of you may remember years ago when the town stepped in to assist poor 
children in San Antonio, Texas. Many used, but in excellent condition, 
stuffed toys were recycled to a primary school. As the children grew 
up, word has been received that they remember the goodness of the 
people in New Hampshire that sent Buddy Bear (!) and his friends.

ake Sunapee Region VNA & HOSPICE is grateful for the oppor- 

tunity to provide home health, hospice and community services 
for residents of Sutton. Each year our focus is to provide the kinds of 
services that people in the community need in order to recover from 
an illness or injury, cope with chronic illnesses or deal with life events 
including births and deaths. 


We invest in technology and training for staff to ensure the highest 
level of competence; and hire staff who go about their work witha high 
degree of caring and compassion. We continually seek feedback from 
patients, families, other health care providers and the community to 
help us improve our services. 


During the past year, Lake Sunapee Region VNA and Hospice increased 
our volume of services in all programs by more than 10 per cent. In 
addition, the following accomplishments will help the organization 
remain a provider of choice in this region: 


Achieved a patient satisfaction rate at the 94th percentile 
Eliminated all long-term debt except the building mortgage 
Improved nursing productivity by .5 visits per day 

Implemented an electronic newsletter for Friends of the VNA 

Hired a Hospice Facilities Coordinator to improve communication,

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¢ Implemented specific care plans for certain chronic illnesses with 
associated patient education to improve communication and con-

These actions and many more were undertaken so that Lake Sunapee 
Region VNA and Hospice will be in the best position to provide the 
kind of care you expect and deserve. 


More than 228 residents of Sutton received care and services through 
one or more programs of Lake Sunapee Region VNA and Hospice. Over 
72 residents participated in our community clinics including influenza, 
pneumonia, foot care and blood pressure. Thirty adults and 81children 
attended support groups during the year, including caregiver, bereave- 
ment and parent-child support. In addition, 48 residents received 494 
home care visits and 30 hospice visits. Families of hospice patients will 
receive bereavement support over the next year and beyond. Finally, 
over 166 hours of personal support services were provided for those 
needing long-term care at home. 


The more than 120 staff and 100 active volunteers at LSRVNA are proud 
to provide care and services to promote a healthy community.

F° 93 years, UNH Cooperative Extension, the public outreach arm 
of the University of New Hampshire, has engaged New Hampshire 
residents with a broad variety of non-formal educational offerings. 
One in four Merrimack County residents took advantage of at least 
one Extension program last year. 


We offer programs in parenting, family finances, food safety, home 
gardening, 4-H (including clubs, camps, special interest programs and 
after school programs) for children and teens, nutrition education for 
low-income families, and acculturation for refugee families. We respond 
to the needs of forest landowners, commercial farmers, niche growers, 
farmers’ markets, and many other groups. 


Merrimack County Extension educators also work extensively with 
towns and school districts, organizing and advising after-school pro- 
grams, helping school and town groundskeepers maintain athletic 
fields, landscaped areas, and town forests. We provide guidance to 
community boards on current use, timber tax law, and other land use 
issues. We also help social service agencies plan programs and stay 
current with the latest research and best practices. 


Our county staff participate—and sometimes take leadership roles—in 
many state and local coalitions, among them the Franklin Asset Building 
Coalition, Concord Asset Building Coalition, the Concord Substance 
Abuse Coalition, the Timberland Owners Association, N.H. Farm and 
Forest Exposition board, Ausbon Sargent Land Trust outreach com- 
mittee, N.H. Association for Infant Mental Health, the state Marriage 
and Family Advisory Board, and the N.H. Volunteer Administrators 
Association. 


Merrimack County Extension provides fact-sheet notebooks to all town 
libraries and our educators are often a guest of WPTL Radio (107.7 
FM), which offers information to residents throughout the station’s 
listening area. 


UNH Cooperative Extension operates a statewide toll-free Info Line at 
our Family, Home & Garden Education Center, staffed Monday through 
Friday, 9:00 a.m. — 2:00 p.m., and 5:00 p.m. to 7:30 p.m. on Wednesday 
evenings. The number for the Info Line is 1-877-398-4769. Last year, 
the Info Line handled more than 684 requests from Merrimack County 
residents. 
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Finally, UNH Extension trains and supports over 4,300 volunteers: 4-H 
leaders, master gardeners, wildlife coverts, community tree stewards, 
water quality monitors and others, who extend the reach of Extension 
programs into many domains of New Hampshire life.

The Sutton Conservation Commission reminds owners of forest land that your 
timber is a valuable asset. Be wary of unsolicited offers to log your land or buy 
timber. Before you have your property logged, we strongly recommend you: 


e Hire a licensed professional forester to represent your financial interests 
and to protect the long-term health and productivity of your woodlot. 


e Obtain a good written timber harvesting contract. 
e Learn more about current wood markets and prices. 


-¢ Obtain free forestry advice from Merrimack County Cooperative 
Extension. County Forester, Tim Fleury will arrange to visit your woodlot. 
Please call Tim at (603) 796-2151 or 225-5505. 


e Learn more about NH forestry laws including: the Intent to Cut permit, 
the NH Timber Yield Tax, Wetlands permits, Best Management Practices 
for Erosion Control, Basal Area law for Stream and Shoreland Protection 
zones, Slash laws and Timber Trespass laws. 


e Visit the resource library in the Town Hall. Free fact sheets include an 
excellent publication entitled: Selling Timber? Do It Right! Other publications 
include information on: Forest Management Plans, Marking Boundaries, 
Logging Contracts, Best Management Practices, Timber Harvesting Laws, 
Cost-Share Programs, Licensed Foresters and Certified Loggers in NH. 


A timber tax monitor reviews Intent to Cut permits and visits timber harvests 
in Sutton as necessary to insure accurate reporting of timber yields. 


NH Division of Forests & Lands inspecting foresters visit logging operations 
to insure compliance with NH timber harvesting laws and to respond to 
complaints of timber law violations. Call (603) 271-2217. 


Proper timber harvesting provides multiple benefits: income, improved 
habitat, trails, views, and long-term forest health. Uncontrolled, exploitive 
cutting results in lost revenue, environmental degradation, public resentment 
and legal liability.
